First of all, the wage earner of the 
Inily serves the ones he loves in provid- 
i for their needs by means of honest 
rk. Food, nourishing food, is a prime 
lential. Some of us sometimes are led 
wonder how we ever grew to physical 
iturity when we think of the lack of 
ywledge concerning foods in our child- 
fod days as compared with the scientific 
mulas of the present. Our parents must 
ve used good common sense. Never- 
less, while formerly many suffered from 
» ill effects of improper foods, more re- 
itly through God-given ‘scientific re- 
irch and experience many folks have 
en released from suffering and have 
ind a renewed joy in service to God 
1 fellow men. — 

When as wage earners we do our best 
thin reason to provide wholesome food 
| those of our household, we need to re- 
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member the homeless “beggar boys” of 
the cities and the villages of India and the 
“austerity” of our brethren abroad. 

Shelter and clothing are among the 
needs of the majority of the peoples of the 
earth. The Creator has so richly pro- 
vided for these basic needs of His chil- 
dren. Of course the area of earth in 
which folks live will largely determine 
their needs in this respect. However, 
when one observes the glaring contrast 
between the shelter and clothing of the 
rich and that of the poor in the same area, 
he wonders what has taken hold of the 
minds and manners of men anyway. 

When we think of the economic situa- 
tion today we are reminded of Moses’ 
exhortation to Israel as recorded in Deu- 
teronomy 8: 6-18: 

“Therefore thou shalt keep the com- 
mandments of the Lord thy God, to walk 
in his ways, and to fear him. For the 
Lord thy God bringeth thee into a good 
land, a land of brooks of water, of foun- 
tains and depths that spring out of valleys 
and hills; a land of wheat, and barley, and 
vines, and fig trees, and pomegranates; a 
land of oil olive, and honey; a land where- 
in thou shalt eat bread without scarceness, 
thou shalt not lack any thing in it; a land 
whose stones are iron, and out of whose 
hills thou mayest dig brass. When thou 
hast eaten and art full, then thou shalt 
bless the Lord thy God for the good land 
which he hath given thee. 


“Beware that thou forget not the Lord 
thy God, in not keeping his command- 
ments, and his judgments, and his statutes, 
which I command thee this day: Lest when 
thou hast eaten and art full, and hast 
built goodly houses, and dwelt therein; 
and when thy herds and thy flocks multi- 
ply, and thy silver and thy gold is multi- 
plied, and all that thou hast is multiplied; 
then thine heart be lifted up, and thou 
forget the Lord thy God, which brought 
thee forth out of the land of Egypt, from 
the house of bondage; who led thee 
through that great and terrible wilderness, 
wherein were fiery serpents, and scorpions, 
and drought, where there was no water; 
who brought thee forth water out of the 
rock of flint; who fed thee in the wilder- 
ness with manna, which thy fathers knew 
not, that he might humble thee, and that 
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he might prove thee, to do thee good at 
thy latter end; and thou say in thine heart, 
My power and the might of mine hand 
hath gotten me this wealth. But thou 
shalt remember the Lord thy God: for 
it is he that giveth thee power to get 
wealth, that he may establish his cove- 
nant which he sware unto thy fathers, 
as it is this day.” 

We recognize the place of food, shelter, 
and clothing in the scheme of human exist- 
ence, yet these are certainly not the chief 
ends in life. Their presence and abun- 
dance, without constant and conscious ref- 
erence to the Giver, do not make grateful 
children. Parents can bequeath to their 
sons and daughters the disposition of a 
grateful heart only as they consistently 
recognize and reverence God who endows 
them with the power to provide for the 
needs of their children. 

Spiritual training is the greatest need 
of our time. If we provide the best within 
our power for our children and leave 
God out, we fail. If we would serve the 
ones we love, we must provide for their 
essential needs. Paul in writing to Timo- 
thy, declares: “If any provide not for his 
own, and specially for those of his own 
house, he hath denied the faith, and is 
worse than an infidel.” 1 Timothy 5: 8. 
However, if we would fully serve the ones 
we love, we cannot neglect the spiritual.

et’s Act Now for One World in Christ” 


Two thousand years ago, a young man 
Iked the face of this planet. That 
ung man made a number of statements 
lich seemed a bit ambiguous to the men 
his day. That young man was Jesus 
wrist, and from the eighth verse of the 
st chapter of the Book of Acts we have 
e of these statements, which may be no 
s ambiguous to the men of our day 
an it was to those of the time in which 
sus spoke them. 


“But ye shall receive power, after that 
e Holy Ghost is come upon you: and 


ye shall be witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and in Sama- 


ria, and unto the uttermost part of the 
earth, « Acts 1) 8) 


These words were spoken to the Twelve 
Apostles before Jesus was taken up from 
them. It was the commission which Jesus 
gave for the carrying of the gospel 
throughout the world. The story has 
been told that when He entered the pearly 
gates the angels asked Him if the task 
were completed. He answered, “No,” 
and in turn they asked Him what plans 
He had made to complete it. He replied, 
“T have commissioned twelve men to 
carry it on.” They asked Him a final 
question: “Suppose they fail?” He said, 
“T have made no other arrangements.” 


It was this commission that produced 
the case to which we have just been lis- 
tening from the eleventh chapter of Acts, 
when Peter started out on this mission. 
It was in reply to the commission that the 
apostles went out to the surrounding 
cities proclaiming the word of the Lord 
to none else but to the Jews, when finally 
the Lord made it plain that it was to be 
taken to the ends of the earth. 


We are not in any of the three cities 
mentioned in the account I have just read, 
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but we are certainly in the uttermost part 
of the world. 


The commission given to the apostles 
was not given to the professional men of 
the day. In fact we have no account that 
there was more than one professional 
man among the group, and even then 
he was a layman. This brings the chal- 
lenge to the laymen of the Church. This 
makes each of us responsible for the 
carrying of the gospel from our Jerusa- 
lems (where we are), to the other -cities 
mentioned (those next to us), and then 
to the rest of the earth. 


This was what the apostles did. Why, 
we-are told that after Paul was converted 
he traveled from Jerusalem to Judea, to 
Samaria, and even as far as France and 


the British Isles. 


While we are not quite sure that he 
went that far, we know for sure that the 
gospel has been carried that far, and even 
farther, because we have it here today. 


This is “Men and Missions Sabbath,” 
and I wish you would look on the word 
“Men” in this case in the general sense 
(collectively). In this case, I want to 
bring the challenge to the young lives 
here this morning. Not that the older 
ones are excluded, but that the challenge 
I want to give is to you young people. 
You are witnesses unto the Lord in your 
Jerusalem, and to your Judea next to you, 
then farther on to your Samaria, then to 
the uttermost part of the earth. “If you 
cannot cross the ocean and the heathen 
lands explore, you can find the heathen 
nearer; you can help them at your door. 

. . With your prayers and with your 
bounties you can do what heaven de- 
mands. You can be like faithful Aaron, 
holding up the prophet’s hand.” 


The challenge is before us. The time 
is fleeting by. “LETS ACT NOW.”

‘opping everything else, worth special 
intioning is the discovery of, atomic

/ modern science. Of its technical in- 
gue we laymen have little knowledge; 
i) importance to industry and war is 
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beyond question. All this points to show 
that the men of science, engineers, and 
technicians, of course, with America lead- 
ing, have succeeded in their inventions after 
inventions, discoveries after discoveries, to 
provide for the people of this country in 
particular and the rest of the world event- 
ually, so much comfort, so much conven- 
ience, and so much enjoyment in life this 
day than ever before. 


Believe it or not, these inventions and 
discoveries in science giving us all the 
goodness in life would also bring us prob- 
lems as well as headaches. Often instead 
of getting enjoyment out of them, life 
itself might be endangered or even de- 
stroyed on their account; unless we, every 
one of us, all over the world are so edu- 
cated ourselves morally and _ spiritually, 
and are equal to cope with the new situa- 
tions being created by these scientific in- 
ventions and material progress. Such edu- 
cation is vital if we look for the world 
peace and good will of mankind. 


Thanks to our scientists, engineers, and 
technicians for the discovery of this won- 
derful power, the atomic energy. But we 
will have plenty of worries and headaches 
because of it. If this energy is rightfully 
used, mankind will be ever so much bene- 
fited. On the other hand, if it goes to 
the wrong party, hell may turn loose on 
earth and that may be the end of this 
world. Nevertheless, science will go on 
inventing and discovering through its re- 
search in this line. There is no way nor 
any use to stop them. The only thing 
we can do and should do is to promote 
this education for training the mass of the 
people of the world to assume this sense 
of responsibility in utilizing what the in- 
ventions and discoveries have offered us 
only for the good of mankind. 


The United Nations Organization at 
Lake Success is just the thing thought 
capable: to educate the nations for peace 
and good will in their world relationship 
after the war. I dare not question their 
work being successful or not. But I 
strongly believe that there is another or- 
ganization which serves even better that 
cause. That is the little, local Church 
in one’s own town. We know the Church 
is as wide as the world and also as close 
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as life itself. It is an institution with a 
world-wide fellowship of men and women 
who honor one Lord, do one task, and 
have one interest. The local Church is 
the place whtre this education for re- 
sponsibility to uphold international peace 


and good will should commence. Now, 
can the Church really undertake this 
task? Well, by recent statistics, we under- 


stand there are six hundred million Chris- 
tians in the world, about a fourth of the 
earth’s population. The Church is not 
only one organization. It’s hundreds and 
thousands of these organizations made up 
by the world’s six hundred million Chris- 
tians who believe alike and behave alike. 
They have only one common faith, one 
common mind, and one common discipline 
of action among them. So when you want 
to campaign for any one good world-wide 
cause, start it there, right from your local 
Church organization. That is why Mr. 
Sam Morris also stressed here on this 
point when he referred to the liquor ques- 
tion. He pinned the hope on the local 
option with the local Church to back it 
up in order to be able to stop the flow 
of liquor. 

You can now see the important role 
the local Church is playing today. Let’s 
start in our Church this education for the 
promotion of world peace and good will 
among mankind so that we may fully en- 
joy ourselves all the comfort, all the con- 
veniences, all the goodness in life these 
men of science, engineers, and technicians 
have contributed to us through their in- 
ventions and discoveries up to this day and 
will continue contributing.
